portant economic fact. It Is brought 
to public attention hy a report ot Spe 
•stal Agent Davis of the department of 
commerce and labor, who has been 
looking up the matter In England 
where he finds that high-grade Ameri 
can flour Is much finer than the Eng- 
lish article, and he attributes this to 
the superior quality of our 
wheat. 


After giving some Interesting Informa- 
tion as to the various ways In which 
the English people utilize flour, he 
notes the wide extent of the practice 
of getting supplies from the bakeshops 
instead of making the bread at home. 
Agent Davis adds "It Is to this baking 
trade that our American hard-wheat 
Hours -naturally np,peal.. Probably .more 
than one-half England's population are 
use/s of baker's bread regularly, and 
bread Is used as food to an extent 
greater by one-third than in the United 
States." From all Indications the old 
world will have a moderate wheat 
crop this year. With the "bumper" 
vleld promised here It is evident that 
the United States will be again in po 
sltlon to furnish 
British and other 


consumers with first-class foodstuffs 


Service In the medical department 


of the army haa been made mo»e at 
tractive by two measures passed-nt'the 
recent session of -congress. The num- 
ber ot medical officers In the lower 
ranks has been raised to 300, making 
a total of 444 in the department. Th» 
officer is promoted to the rank of cap- 
tain within three years of enlistment, 
nstead of five, will become a major in 
a comparatively short time, aad will 
reach the rank of lieutenant colonel, if 
not that of colonel, before retirement 
This Increased rapidity of promotion, 
with correspondlrisly greater jurisdic- 
tion over the health of the soldiers,

In salary 
s made every five years for 20 years, 
but the maximum pay of colonels is 
$5.000 and of majors $4,000. In addi- 
tion, the government provides a house, 
''with necessary'*eat and "light, and fur. 
nlshes horses when-they are needed. 


Emperor William ot Germany came 


Into possession in 1899 ot the ruins of 
the ancient feudal castle of Hohkonigs 
burg, near Schlettstadt, in Lower Al- 
sace. He commissioned an antiquary 
to restore It to Us condition before it 
was destroyed In the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The completion of tbe work was 
celebrated the other day by medieval 
'ceremonies in the presence ot the em- 
peror and empress. The town, with Its 
10,000 Inhabitants, was gaily decorated 
In honor of the occasion, and the 800 
people who took part 
In 
the feudal 


pageant were highly commended by 
the emperor. The restoration of such 
castles Is worth while, because they 
remind one of how far the world has 
progressed toward the Ideal condi- 
tions. The highways of Europe are no 
longer infested with robbers, and the 
feudal lords have long ceased making 
forays upon their neighbors.
